FIN: AY PIVER. 


Dr. Nicolie and Mr. Altman arrived from 
Finlay river, 40 miles above Fort Graham, 
on Wednesday evening. Mesers. Nicolls 
and Altman, left Edmonton for Graham 
early ia September, They reached St. 
John on Sept. 25th, ouly 15 days travelling 
from Edmcon on. They remained at St. John 
three days and reached Fort Graham in 
ten days ‘on Ovt. 8th. Dibble’s railway 
furvey party Was at Graham then, but 
pulled out for the west a few days after. 
wards. Messrs. Nicolls and A!tman start- 
ed on tneir return trip froma point above 
Graham on Oct. 14th. Winter had already 
cetin. They did not call at Graham on 
the way back, but travelled by compass 
over new ground, for about 200 miles. They 
reacked St. John abont Nov. 10th and 
left there for Edmonton on November 20th. 
They brought sleighs all the way from St. 
Joha to Edmonton, Thirty-one prospectors 
are wintering at and near Graham. They 
have sufficient supplies and intend going on 
in the spring. Some had made a little 
money en the Finlay during the low water 
of the fall, but nothing better than woges 
except on the bar struck by Dan McRae, 
already reported in the Briuetin. Jones 
had slangtered his 25 head of cattle, and 
asked 200 a pound for the beef, but did not 
seem to have much chance of disposing of 
it at that price, as moose meat was abund- 
ant at 8c and 10c a pound. 


Eleven parties of prospectors are winter- 
iag at St. Jchn, who intend te push on in 
Febuary next up the Peace and Finlay. 
They have 46 head of horses wintering on 
Chimrose prairie, about 15 miles from St. 
John. Jones has 25 head of castle at St. 
Johu which he intended to sleughter there 
for beef, but he had not arrived from 
Graham to do the work. The cattle were 
pasturing Out on Nov. 20th, and had as yet 
jest no flesh as the feed was very good. 


Dr. Nicolls is going east next week to his 
home in Huntington, Indiana, and wil! 
return in February. He proposes to take 
oe by teams and bob-sleights from 
Edmonton to Fort Graham in 40 days. He 
will follow the trail to Lesser Siave lake 
and Peace river, and on to St. John. From 
St. John he will take the ice of the Peace 
and Finlay. He does not anticipate any 
ditficulity in making the trip, as the road 
will be broken by freighters from here to 
Peace River, and from St. John he will 
have the benefit of the trail made by the St, 
John prospectors.

A letter has been received from J. Rus- 
sell, brother.in-law of W. R. West, who 
left Edmonton last season with the Klon- 
dike rush, down the Athabasca. Rursell 
and James Kennedy went up the Liard by 
boat, and when the letter was written were 
wintering on Black or Mud river with the 
May party. The Blaek river comes into 
the Liard from the south, west of the Rocky 
Mountains, anc is the same river on to the 
head of which the overland parties bound 
for Dease river pass from the upper waters 
of the Fintay. There are quite a lot of men 
who went overland by way ot Fort Nelson 
scattered along the Liard. They have 
prospected some bars that went up to $8 
and $12 a day to the man, but they are 
going to pushon to the headwaters. The 
letter was brought out by the Stikine river 
to Vancouver, by J.S. Lawson, of Montreal, 
who is going back in again. The miners 
are all well satistied with their prospects so 
far.

derived by them from the business carried on there- 
on, from all taxes which may be assessed or rated 
against or in respec’ cf the same by way of a general 
Municipal rate ior the period of 20 years from the 
Ist day of January, 1899. 


AND WHEREAS the Town has obtained an 
option for the purchase of the said Jand for the sum 
of 3685.00, and it is expedient to purchase the suid 
land at the said price. 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient to ra‘se the said 
sum by the issue of debentures for that amount, the 
principal whereof shail be repayable in 10 years 
with interest at the rate of five per cent. per annum, 
half-yearly in the meantime. 


AND WHEREAS the whole amount of the rate- 
able property according to the last Revised Assess- 
ment Roll is $1,030,858.00. 


AND WHEREAS, the total amount of the exist- 
ing debt cf the Municipality, outside of the debt due
